the antient Family of the NAsoNEs, who 

had preſerued the dignitie of Roman Knights 
from the nm originall of that Order, was borne at 
Sulmo,a Citic of the Peligni,on the14.of the Calends 
of April, inthe Conſul-ſhips of Hizervs and 
P A Ns 4, both {laine at the battle of Matina againft 
Marcvs AnToNlLvs., While yera boy, bis 
quick wit and readic apprehenſion gaue his parents 
an aſluranceof a tuture exccllencic : in ſo much as 
his father Lvc1vs ſent him to Rome (together 
with his brother, a yeareclderthen hee, and borne 


-on the ſame day)to bee inſtructed by PLotrvs 


GR1eyevs,that Art might perfcct the accomplith- 
ments of nature, In his firſt of youth he was much 
addicted vnto poetric, wherein he had an excellenc 


grace and narurall facilitie, But continually repro- | 


ucd by his fathcr for following ſovnprofitable a ſtu- 
die, with an ill will he forſooke the pleaſant walkes 
of the Muſes to traucll inthe rugged paths of the 


| Law, vader AvxELivs Fvscvs and PoRk- 


civs LATRO; of whoſe cloquence and lear- 
ning hee was a great Admirer. Neither attained 
hee thercin to a vulgar commendation; being num- 
bredby MarRcvs ANNAvs SENECA among 


the principall Orators of thoſe times, His proſc 


was 10 other then diſſolucd verſe: his ſpeech wittie, 
briefe, and powerfull in perſwwaſion, Hauing paſt 
through diuers offices of Iudicature, and now rea- 


dicto a{liume the habit of a Senator : his elder bro- 
Ae =. _ 


ther and father being dead, impatient of toyle,and 
the clamours of litigious Aſſemblies, hee retired 
' himfelfc from all publick affaires to affected vacan- 
cie and his former abandoned ſtudies. Yer ſuch 
was the mutuall aftection betwcene him and V a x- 
RO, that hee accepted of Command , and ferued 
vader him in the warres of Afia: from whence hee 
returned by Athens, where hee made his aboad, 
vatill hec had attained to the perfection of that lan- 
guage, Hc was of a mean ſtature, {lender of body, 
{pare of diet; and, if not tooamorous, eucry wa 

temperate. He drunk no wine but what was un 
alayed with water:An Abhorrer of vnnacural Luſts, 
from which it ſhould ſeeme that age was not 1inno- 
cent:neat in apparell; of a free,affable, and courtly 
behauiour; wherby hee acquiredthe friendſhip of 
many, ſuch as were greatinlearning and nobilrie; 
among whom not a few of Conſular dignitie: and 
ſo honoured by diuers, that they wore his picture 
in rings cut in precious ſtones. A great Admirer, 
& as much admired, of the excellent Poets of thofe 
times, with whom hee was moſt familiar and intt- 
mate. Being perſwaded by ſore of them to leaue 
out three verſes of thoſe many which hee had writ- 
ten, hee gauc his conſent, ſo that of all heemighr 
except three onely : whereupon they priuately writ 
thoſe which they would haue him abolith, and 
hce on the other ſide thoſe which hee excepred; 
when both their papers, being ſhowne, preſented 
the ſame verſes: the firſt and ſecond recorded by 
Pezpo ALBINOVANYS, Who was one of the

want an anſwerable iudgement in ſuppreſſing the 
libertie of his yerſe, had he not affected it. An ample 
patrimonie hee had n the territories of $ulno ; with = 
a houſe and atemple in the citie, where now ſtands 
the Church of Sana Maria de Tumba : and where 
now ſtands the Church of Sanf?a Maria de Conſolati- 
one he had another in Rome, not farre from the Capi- 
roll; with pleaſant Hort-yards betweene the wayes 


of Flaminia and Claudia, wherein hee was ac- 


cuſtomed to recreate himfelfe with his Muſes. Hee 
had had three wiues : whercof the firſt being gl- 


_ uenhimin his youth, as neither worthie nor proti- 


table , ſoone after (according tothe cuſtome of the 
Romans ) he duuorced : norliu'd he long with the ſe- 
cond, although nobly borne , and of behautour in- 
culpable.The chaſtitie and beauty ofthethird he of- 
ren extolleth ; whotn he inſtructed in poetrie, and 
to his death cntrely affected, Neither was her af- 
fedtion inferior to his ; luing all the time of his ba- 
mihment like a forrowfull widdow, and continuing 
co the end exemplaric faithfull. But in this euery- 
way happie condition , when his age required eale, 
and now about ro imploy his beloucd vacancie in 
the reutew and poliſhing of his former labours, hec 
was baniſhed, or rather confined to Tomos (acitie 
of Sarmatia bordering on the Euxine Sea) by A y- 
evsSTvs Cz$SAax, on the fourth of the Ides of 

December , and in the one and fiftieth yeerc of his 
age, to thegenerall griefe of his friends and acquain- 
rance : who failed into Thrace in a ſhip of his owne, 
and by land performed the reſt of his voyage. The 
cauſc of this his ſo cruell and deplored cxile1s rather 
coniectured then certainly knowne, Moſt agree :

that it was for his too much familiaritie with I v=- 
LIA the daughter of Avevystvs, masked yn- 
derthenamegf Cokinvxn 4. Others, that hee had 
ynfortunarely ſeenc the inceſt of Cazs ar : which 
may bee inſinuatcd , in that hee complanes of his 
error, and compares himſclfe to Ac Taxon, But 
thepretcnded occafion was tor his compoſing of the 
Art of Loue, as intollerably laſciuious , and corrup- 
ting good manners, A pretencel may call it, fince 
vnlikely ir is,that he ſhould baniſh him in his age tor 
what hce writ when hardly a man, and atiterſolong 
a conniuance, Yer AvGvsrTys, citherto conceale 
his owne crime or his daughters, would haue it fo 
thought : nether would O y1 Þ reueale the true 
cauſe, lcaſt hee ſhould further exaſperate his diſplca- 
furc. After he had long 1n vane ſolicited his repeale 
by the mediation of G:Rmanicvs Casar, 
and others that wcre neere ynto the Emperour; or 
at lcaſt to bee remoued to a more temperate Clime; 
his hopes (as hee writes) forſaking the earth with 
Avcvsrtvs, hee dyedat T omos in the fifth ycare 
of theraigne of T1BER1vs; hauing lived feuen 
yeares in banithment. As TiBv1Lvs and hee 
were borne in one day, fo hee and Livie dyed 
on an other; that his birth and death might bee no- 
bly accompanicd. He had ſo wonnethe barbarous

(hauing alſo written a booke 1n their language) chat

Swift, with his brother Churle, a Cyprian hound); 

Bold Snatch, whoſe ſable brows a white ſtar cround; 
Cole, ſhag-bair'd &#g,and Light-foort wondrous fleet, 
Bred of a Spartan Bitch, his Sire of Creet- 

White-tooth, and Ring-wood (others not tocxpreſle.) 
O're Rocks, o're Crags, o're Cliffs that want accelle, 
Through ſtreightned wayes, and where there was no way, 
The well-mouth'd hounds perſue the princely prey.

T here, tyred with the trauels of the day, 
They renouate what labonr doth decay. 
Now, while ccele(tiall food their hunger feeds, 
And Night in heraltcrnate raigne ſucceeds;

T he vacant Boy, now bcing left alone, 

Imagining he was obſcru'd by none,

He ſtreight diſrabes his body gbow pure ! 

His naked beautie Sa/macs antaz'd :

Her wiſhes had their Gods. Euenin that ſpace 
Their cleauing bodiesmix : beth haue one face.

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He teacheth what to doc; learne of thy Foe : 
What furic can, the wounds of Penrheus ſhow 
More then too-much. Vhy ſhould not 7s tread 
The path which larc her franricke ſiſters lead? 
A ſteepedarke Caue, with deadly Ewe replear, 
Through ſilence leads to hell's infernall ſcat. 
By this, dull Szy.x cies a blaſting fume *

Her ſlcepe-producing charme his ſpirits deads: 
Who on the grafle his ſenſelefle body ſpreads. 
Charg'd 7aſor, and the reſt, far-off with-drew : 
Vnhallowed cyes might nor ſuch ſecrets view. 
Furious Medes, with her haire vnbound, 
Abour the flagrant Altar trots a Round. 
The brands dips in the ditches, black with blood; 
Andon the Altars fires thinfe&ed wood. 
Thrice purges him with waters, thrice with flames, 
And thrice with ſulphur; muttering horrid names. 
Meanewhile, in hollow brafſe themed'cine b oyles : 
And ſwelling high, in fomy bubbles toyles. 
There ſecthes ſhe what th'/&monian vales produce; 
Rootes, iuyces, flowres, and ſeeds of ſoueraigne vic. 
Addes pretious ſtones, from fartheſt Orient reft: = 
And pibles, by the cbbing Ocean lefr. 
The deaw collefed ere the Dawning ſprings : 
A Screech-owles fleth, with her infamous wings. 
The entrailes of ambiguous Wolues; that can 
Take, and forſake the figure of aman. 
The liuer of along-liu'd Hart : then takes 
T he ſcaly skins of ſmall Cinypheay ſnakes. 
A Crowes black head, and poynted beake, was caſt 
Among thereſt; which had nine ages paſt. 
Theſe, anda thouſand more, without a name, 
Were thus prepared by the barbarous Dame- 
For humane benefit. Thiingredients now 
She mingles witha witherd olive bough. 
Lo! from thecaldron the dry ſtick receiues

Pale colour, morphue, meger looks remoue : 
And vnder-riling fleth his wrinkles ſmoothe. 
Hislimmes wax ſtrong and luſtie, «£jo,2 much 
Admires his change : himſclfe remembers ſuch 
Twice twenty ſummers paſt, With all, indu'd 
A youthfull mind : and both at once renew'd. 
This wonder from on high Zye#s viciws :

Tooke greaterpride, then in his Sire by her.

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For 1upiter had nephewes more then one: 
But he a Goddeſle had eſpous'd alone. 
For aged Proteus thus foretold the truth 
To wauc-wet Ther : Thou ſhalt beare a Youth, 
Who ſhall in glorious armes tranſcend his birth 
And Fathers tame, Leaſt any thing on carth 
Should be more great then 7oxe, 7ove ſhuns the bed 
Of Sca-thron'd Ther, though her beauty led

A Bay with in <£mnalics, that bends 
Much like an arch, and far-ſtretcht armes extends? 
Which were, if deepe, a harbor locktby land, 
W here ſhallow ſeas o're ſpred the yellow ſand. 
The ſollid ſhore ( where'on no ſea-weed | rattan 
Nor clogs the waye, nor print of footing ſhowes. 
Hard by , a mirtle grouc affords a ſhade: 
In this, acaue ; though doubtfull , rather made

The Lynx,firſt brought from conquered 1ndss 
By vinc-bound Bacchus, his hot piſle, they fay, 
Congeales to ſtone. So Corall, which below 
The water is a limber weed, doth grow 
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Stone-hard, when toucht by aire. But Day will end, 
And Phebas panting Stceds to Seas deſcend, 
Before my ſcant oration could perſue 
All forts of ſhapes, that change their old for new.

Hiding his hornes with leauic ornaments, 
T he people and graue Senat he conuents. il 
Then mounts a Mound, late by the Souldier made, | : 
And praying firſt (as was the cuſtome) ſaid | | 

Vileſte expcld your Citic, hereis One A 

Will be your King : though notby name; yet knowne 
By his ſtrange hornes. T heard the Avgur ſay, 

If once in Rowe, you all ſhould him obay. 
Ke might, vuſtopr, have entred withourfeare : 
Burt I with-ſtood; though none tome more neare. 

Bc he, ©uirites, into cxile ſent; | 
Or, if he merit ſuch a puniſhment,

T he troubled People ſucha murmuring make;

Nor ſuffer him his honour to debace :

To Cippus gaue, as well twooxen might 
Round with a plough from morning vntill night. 
The monumentall figure of his hornes, 
So much admir'd,the golden Pofts adornes. 

Now Muſes, Goddeſles of Verſe, relate

Amid the Senat; from his corps, with blood
